From an assembly address by Dr. William H. Burton of the University of 
Chicago, February 25: 

Much of formal education in the past has concerned itself solely with 
fact-finding. Today, educators still strive to acquaint students with 
facts, but strive also to develop within students admirable character, 
power to resolve difficult situations, and faith in ideals. 

THE CRADLE SONG 

By an odd coincidence the junior class has chosen to present The Cradle Song 
on the fiftieth anniversary of the birth of its authors, Gregorio Martinez Sierra 
and his wife, Maria, gifted Spaniards, who always write under one name. 

Of their 46 original plays The Cradle Song, which has been translated into 
many languages, is the only one in which Senora Sierra has acknowledged her 
part. The play is reminiscent of her youth in Carabanchel, a town in which her 
father was a convent doctor, and where her sister. Sister Joanna of the Cross, 
took the veil. 

While a consensus of experts held that a two-act play was revolutionary 
and wholly without the purlieus of drama, 109 performances of The Cradle 
Song were given at the Fortune Theatre in London in 1926 and the following 
year 125 in New York at the Civic Repertory Theatre, under the direction of 
Eva Le Gallienne. The play was presented at Mills College in 1926. 

The authors have been prodigious workers, for in addition to their many 
original plays, they have also translated and adapted 47 from French, English, 
Catalan, and German sources. The translation of a five-volume edition of 
Maeterlinck is also to their credit. 

YOUNG PEOPLE’S SYMPHONY CONCERT

Orchestra Society of San Francisco will present a concert in Lisser Hall Friday 
afternoon, March 13. All the members of the symphony orchestra will be 
present and will be led by their conductor, Issay Dobrowen.

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DIEGO RIVERA 

The gifted Mexican, Signor Diego Rivera, is hailed by many contemporary 
artists as the most eminent mural painter on the American continent today. At 
present he is carrying out a commission in San Francisco, where he is painting 
frescoes for the stock exchange. Among his best known frescoes are those in 
the Ministry of Education Building in Mexico City. Ray Boynton of Berkeley, 
who painted the frescoes in the Chamber Music Hall, was a pupil of his in 
Mexico City. Signor Rivera’s lecture March 4 will be given in French and trans¬ 
lated. It will also be illustrated with slides. 

MILLS COMMUNITY LECTURES 

Dr. Lucy Lockwood Hazard, associate professor of English at Mills College, 
will begin a series of four lectures open to the public Wednesday afternoon, 
March 11. Her first subject will be Blind Alleys and Open Roads —the sense of 
futility which oppresses some of our modern writers and suggested avenues of 
escape. Other dates in the series are March 25 and April 15 and 29. 

Dr. Hazard has been a lecturer in the summer sessions of colleges east and 
west. She is the author of "Frontier in American Literature” and "In Search 
of America.” 

DR. C. S. S. DUTTON 

An alumnus of Cambridge University, England, and Meadville Theological 
School, Chicago, Dr. C. S. S. Dutton of San Francisco is especially interested 
in philosophical problems and religious and social tendencies in our country and 
in England. For the last eighteen years he has been a worthy successor in the 
San Francisco pulpit made famous by Starr King and Horatio Stebbins. 

Although Dr. Dutton has not spoken at one of our Sunday vesper hours for 
several years, he is by no means a stranger on the Mills campus. 

LECTURES SPONSORED BY ALUMNAE 

The second of the monthly lectures opened by President Reinhardt and 
sponsored by the Mills Club of Alameda County will be given Tuesday after¬ 
noon, March 17, by Dr. Glenn E. Hoover, his subject being Mexico and the 
United States. Professor Philip Buck will speak April 21 on Modern American 
Political Developments, and Dr. Lucy Lockwood Hazard May 19 on The Defeat 
of the Dynamo. Following the lectures, which are open to the public, tea will 
be served in the Ensemble Room.
